S OUTH west team 
member Alex 

Cossins from 

Crewkerne was one of 
three Yeovil College stu¬ 
dents who won a total of 
nine medals at the Nation¬ 
wide Junior Disability 
Athletics Championships. 

In all, Alex Cossins, Jor¬ 
dan Muir-Gamble and 
Tom Minchington won 
five gold, two silver and 
two bronze medals as part 
of the South West team. 

The team, made up of the 
best disabled athletes from 
all areas of the region, also 
won the overall competi¬ 
tion by a massive 200 
points. In all, more than 
300 British athletes took 
part in the championships 
at the University of Cen¬ 
tral Lancashire sports 
arena recently. 

Nineteen-year-old for¬ 
mer Wadham School pupil 
Alex, won a bronze medal 
for a 100m time of 16.1 
seconds and gold for the 
javelin distance of 20.45m. 

His achievements were 
considered particularly re¬ 
markable because he only 
began training with the 
Yeovil College Athletics 
Academy this year where 
he had just completed a 
NVQ in coaching, teach¬ 
ing and instruction.

School federation 

THE THREE First schools in Crewkerne 
and Misterton have been working to¬ 
gether successfully for some time with 
the aim of improving the educational 
provision for their children. 

In order to formalise this arrangement, 
Ashlands, Misterton and St Bartholomew's 
Church of England schools have been in¬ 
vestigating the possibility of forming a 
federation and operating under one gov¬ 
erning body. A lengthy consultation pe¬ 
riod involving parents, carers, the diocese, 
community representatives and unions 
resulted in a sizeable majority in favour of 
the move to federation. Accordingly on 
July 4th the three governing bodies voted 
to become members of the Crewkerne 
and Misterton federation with a single 
governing body responsible for strategic 
overview. 

Carol Wills, headteacher of Ashlands 
School and Misterton School, Gillian Har- 
combe, headteacher of St Bartholomew's 
School and Trevor Lowe, chairman of the 
Federation Committee stated:"It must be 
stressed that the three schools will retain 
their individual identity and character - 
the change has been made with the over¬ 
riding aim of improving the education of 
the children in our care. We see advan¬ 
tages to be gained from staff and gover¬ 
nors sharing their expertise and 
experiences as well as, in some cases, 
economies of scale insofar as resources are 
concerned. In this way we expect to raise 
the achievement of our pupils across a 
wide area and, ultimately, to extend our 
provision beyond that which the 
individual schools can offer."

The key points that allayed the fears of 
many were that the station will not be 
closed and there will still be someone on 
duty there.

A GROUP of Somerset women have shown you 
don’t have to be an athlete to be involved in the 
London 2012 Olympic Games. 

South Somerset Embroiders’ Guild, who meet every 
month at Horton village hall near Ilminster, have become 
involved in a national project started by members of the 
Quilters’ Guild of the British Isles. 

Called Quilts 4 London, the project is aiming to make a 
stitched pennant for each participant in the Olympics and 
Paralympics - the group needs 14,000 pennants to give one 
to each. Various groups and individuals have signed up to 
make pennants, and braid makers and the Association of 
Woodturners are making braids and rods with which to 
hang the pennants. Quilts 4 London has been granted the 
Inspire Mark, the badge of the London 2012 Inspire Pro¬ 
gramme which recognises innovative and exceptional 
projects that are directly inspired by the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

South Somerset Embroiders’ Guild members decided to 
join the project using an apple theme to represent the 
county, with each member coming up with their own artis¬ 
tic interpretation in patchwork, stitching either by hand or 
machine. 

This is not the first major project the friendly group of 
crafters have been involved in, they also took part in a bon¬ 
net making memorial to the women were sent away on a 
convict ship in 1896, set up by a woman in Tasmania who 
had researched the history and how many did not survive 
the crossing. Many had been sent away for stealing a loaf 
of bread to feed their children who were starving. Each 
member chose a real person to represent in their work. 

Despite their title, the branch draws membership across 
the borders, into Devon and Dorset with women travelling 
from across South Somerset and as far as Lyme Regis and 
Wells.

Jean Chisolm had taught the women of the village to em¬ 
broider their houses onto the piece. Five years ago some¬ 
one told her about the local branch and their exhibition at 
Coldharbour Mill. Christine said: “I have learned so many 
things, I had always fiddled with things, lots of people 
might do the odd bit of cross stitch. I have now made flow¬ 
ers out of embroidery and books out of material and 
learned about fabric printing. I have never looked back, I 
love it.” 

The group number around 50 but more are always wel¬ 
come and they were delighted to move from their meetings 
in smaller halls at Stoke St Mary and then Hatch 
Beauchamp, to the new hall at Horton where there is plenty 
of space for them to spread out, as well as good light.

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Stay safe this summer with important tyre checks 


T yreSafe is urging motorists to inspect their tyres 
before heading off on holiday to avoid it becoming 
a tyre related 'wash out'. On their pre-holiday check 
list, drivers should include making sure that their tyres 
have adequate tread depth, ensuring their tyres are 
properly inflated for the load being carried (including 
the spare tyre) and making sure that the general condi¬ 
tion of the tyres is good. Driver's failing to make these 
checks are more likely to be involved in a tyre related in¬ 
cident, potentially ruining their summer break warns 
TyreSafe. 

"Whether you're heading overseas in your car, or stay¬ 
ing in the UK, correct tyre maintenance is vital to reduce 
the risk of being stranded by the roadside or involved 
in an accident as a result of a tyre related issue," says Stu¬ 
art Jackson, chairman,TyreSafe. "Thankfully though, im¬ 
portant pre-travel checks which can prevent such 
problems are simple to do and only take a few minutes 
to perform." 

As well as the reduced likelihood of being involved in 
an accident, other benefits for drivers of correct tyre 
care include longer tyre life and reduced fuel bills. When 
tyres are underinflated their rolling resistance increases 
meaning more fuel is required to drive the car. One Tyre¬ 
Safe member estimates that when tyres are under-in¬ 
flated by just 6psi, or around 20 percent, fuel bills rise 
by 3 percent. 

Furthermore, under-inflated tyres cause additional un¬ 
necessary expense for drivers as they wear out much 
quicker and need replacing sooner. When run at 80 per¬ 
cent of the recommend pressure, it is estimated that 
tyre life falls to around 75 percent. At 60 percent pres¬ 
sure, tyre life falls to just 35 percent. 

When checking tyre pressures, drivers should ensure 
they are inflated to the correct levels for the load being 
carried. Many vehicles require higher tyre pressures 


when carrying extra passengers or heavy items such as 
suitcases, bikes or roof boxes. Details of correct tyre 
pressures can be found either in the driver's handbook, 
inside the fuel filler cap, or on a plate located on the dri¬ 
ver's door sill. Alternatively, iPhone users can download 
the free TyreSafe app which gives drivers the correct tyre 
pressure settings for their vehicle. 

Equally important as tyre pressure is tread depth. But 
as Jackson explains, TyreSafe has devised a simple way 
for drivers to determine if their tyres have enough tread. 

"The British weather is renowned for its unpredictable 
nature, so tyres need adequate tread depth to be able 
to cope with wet roads in the event of a sudden down¬ 
pour. By visiting the TyreSafe website, drivers can see 
how to take the 20p test to see if their tyres have ade¬ 


quate tread depth to keep them safe and legal," adds 
Jackson.

How to check your tyre pressures 

1. Check your tyre pressures at least once a month or 
before a long journey. 

2. Pressures should be checked against the vehicle 
manufacturer's recommended level. This can be found 
in the vehicle handbook and on a plate which is often 
located inside the fuel filler flap or on the driver's door 
sill. 

3. Check the pressure when tyres are cold (i.e. when 
you have travelled less than two miles). 

4. If you are carrying a full load of passengers or lug¬ 


gage or will be towing a trailer or caravan, tyre pressures 
should be increased in line with the vehicle manufac¬ 
turer's recommendations. Details can be found in the 
vehicle handbook. 

5. Ensure a reliable and accurate pressure gauge is 
used. 

6. Check the pressure in all four tyres not forgetting 
to check the spare tyre as well. 

7. While checking pressures, give the rest of the tyre a 
visual inspection. Remove any stones and other objects 
embedded in the tread. Look out for any bulges, lumps 
or cuts. 

8. If you are unsure on any aspect of tyre pressure or 
tyre condition take your vehicle to an approved fitting 
centre and speak to the experts.

possible in a critical situation, they face a difficult task. On 
most motorbikes, they have to first of all use the hand and 
foot brakes separately to control the braking pressure for 
front and rear wheels. Then they have to prevent the 
wheels locking up at all costs. The findings of a Bosch study 
based on GIDAS, the German database of accident statis¬ 
tics, therefore come as no surprise: 47 percent of motorcy¬ 
cle accidents are caused by wrong and hesitant braking. 
The antilock braking system solves this problem, allowing 
safe braking by preventing the wheels from locking up. This 
can both prevent a fall and significantly reduce braking dis¬ 
tance. Up to now, however, ABS systems are a rare sight on 
motorcycles. Where cars have been rolling off the produc¬ 
tion lines in Europe with ABS as a standard feature since 
2004, only 16 percent of newly manufactured motorbikes 
featured ABS in 2010. 

The compact Bosch system is available in three versions 
The previous ABS systems of all suppliers were based on 
passenger-car technology, and were thus comparatively 
large. While they could be installed in larger machines, this 
was often not possible in small motorcycles. So while the 
new generation of Bosch brake control systems was being 
developed for passenger cars, the engineers at the Bosch 
Engineering Centre in Japan came up with an ABS series 
especially for motorbikes. The result of their work was the 
ABS generation 9, only half the size of its predecessor. It is 
also modular, allowing variants to be produced for different 
ranges of functions, and its design is cost-effective, which 
is important if it is to be used widely in all motorcycles with 
hydraulic brake systems. 

Despite its compact construction, the ABS 9 base offers 
full antilock protection. Moreover, sudden changes in road 
surface, caused for example by grit or patches of oil, no 
longer present cause for alarm. ABS allows even inexperi¬ 
enced riders to brake safely.The ABS 9 plus variant is espe¬ 
cially suitable for powerful machines. Because it uses an

additional pressure sensor, it takes effect even when pres¬ 
sure is being built up during emergency braking This 
specifically prevents the rear wheel rising, and thus heads 
off the risk of flipping over. 

ABS 9 enhanced, the most powerful version, offers the 
additional eCBS function. eCBS stands for electronic com¬ 
bined brake system. What this means is a novel combina¬ 
tion of front and rear brake. In this integrated version, it is 
enough for the rider to operate just one of the two brakes 
- front or rear: ABS 9 enhanced automatically applies the 
second brake without the rider having to apply more pres¬ 
sure and without changing braking strength. The motor¬ 
bike can thus brake safely both on wet surfaces and on dry 
surfaces with a good grip. 

Even now, ABS 9 enhanced can help to a moderate de¬ 
gree to stabilize righting moment and banking when brak¬ 
ing in an inclined riding position. Moreover, even more 
functions can be added to the Bosch ABS with eCBS. Suc¬ 
cessful trials are currently being performed with versions 
that modulate braking pressure so effectively, even in 
curves, that the typical motorcycle accident as a result of 
over-braking the front or rear wheel can be largely ruled 
out even here. And a controlled intervention in the engine 
management system is also possible. This opens up the 
possibility of new functions such as traction control and 
hill-hold control. 

ABS for all motorized two-wheelers from 2017 

In 2009, more than 5,000 motorcyclists were killed on Eu¬ 
rope's roads alone. According to the European Transport 
Safety Council (ETSC), the danger of a fatal accident, for the 
same distance travelled, is 18 times higher for motorcyclists 
than for car drivers. And according to many scientific stud¬ 
ies, ABS is the system with the greatest safety gain for mo¬ 
torcycles. For example, a study presented by Vagverket, the 
Swedish highways authority, in 2009 confirms that 38 per¬ 
cent of all accidents involving personal injury and 48 per¬ 
cent of all serious and fatal accidents could be prevented 
with the help of ABS. A Bosch study based on data from 
GIDAS, the major German accident statistics database, con¬ 
cludes that a quarter of all accidents with injuries and fa¬ 
talities could be prevented if ABS was standard equipment. 
A further one-third of all accidents with injuries and fatali¬ 
ties could at least be mitigated by the antilock system. In 
2010, findings such as these were enough to persuade the 
EU Commission to propose making ABS mandatory for mo¬ 
torized two-wheelers from 2017. A study of the benefits of 
ABS conducted by the European Commission shows that 
more than 5,000 lives could be saved over the next ten 
years alone if ABS were made mandatory. A decision is ex¬ 
pected to be taken this year. But for the emerging markets 
in Asia and South America as well, ABS promises a signifi¬ 
cant improvement in road safety. The condition for its use 
on a wide scale is a hydraulic brake system. In all markets, 
this standard is becoming more and more established.

Sweeney's success falls on hard ground 


T O A LOT of people it appears that just as it looks as if 
they are starting to make progress or achieve success, 
a piece of bad luck undoes all the good.That appears 
to be the case with Nathan Sweeney, Bob Buckler's stable 
jockey, writes STUART BROOM. 

The 24-year-old was in the form of his racing career when 
he was unshipped from Ethiopia at Newton Abbot on July 
4th. 

He was lucky that despite being in the leading three at 
the time, that in the main the other 12 horses in the race 
avoided him; that is all but one. 

Scrambling clear to the safety of the rails after the field 
had passed, it looked as if he had got away with just a gash 
on his leg, but unfortunately further examination showed 
that he had fractured his tibia. 

Speaking to him at his rented accommodation at Whit- 
combe Stables, near Dorchester, he greeted me on two 
sticks but surprisingly with no plaster cast but three marks 
on his shin; one where the plate had been inserted and two 
for the pins holding it in place. 

"I was lucky that only one horse kicked me, it could have 
been worse, but I thought I had got away from it,"Sweeney 
said. 

"And it could have been worse and happened in the mid¬ 
dle of the winter season when it is much busier." 

The amiable Irishman from County Cork was looking for¬ 
ward to a good season in the saddle, which started at the 
end of April, having already ridden as many winners as he 
has done in each of the previous two seasons since joining 
Buckler in the summer of 2009. 

His seven wins from just 21 rides, with another seven 
placings gave him the top strike rate of all NH jockeys this 
season, even ahead of the likes of A P McCoy, and he 
looked to be heading for the success he had dreamed of 
when he finally decided to be a jockey. 

The youngest of four he grew up with horses around him, 
but had never been interested in them until he was about 
14 years old. 

"My two brothers had a pony from about the age of two, 
and they started riding and hunting, and when they grew 
too big for it passed it on to my sister. It was only when she 
grew out of it that I thought I would give it a go. I persisted 


with it and began to enjoy it as I became more skilful and 
began riding out with the local hunt and entering hunter 
trials. 

"A friend of the family David Fenton trained point-to- 
pointers and so I got a job riding out at weekends and in 
the school holidays, and quickly got the bug. 

"Thoughts turned to becoming a jockey, but I changed 
my mind for some reason and when I finished school at 18, 
I went to Trallee College in County Kerry where I studied 
construction for two years. 

"In the summer of the second year I got a job at Jonjo 
O'Neills stable (he comes from County Cork as well) at Jack¬ 
daw Castle at Stow-on-the-Wold for ten weeks where I rode 
out and schooled some of the horses. 

"However I got homesick and went back to Ireland and 
got a fulltime job with another former top jockey Adrian 
Maguire at Lombardstown in County Cork in September 
2007. 

"Having obtained my amateur licence I started getting a 
few rides, my first being on New Year's Eve 2007 on Killu- 
tagh Thunder who finished sixth in a point-to-point at 
Dromhane, where I finally got my first winner on March 
17th 2009 on Paddy Corney." 

Sweeney explained that racing in Ireland is limited, and 
that he therefore wanted to move to the UK like most top 
Irish jockeys, where there is a lot more racing. 

"There are a lot more opportunities over here. Trainer 
John Supple's brother Gerry used to ride for Bob, and it was 
him that got me the chance to join Bob's yard." 

Having obtained his conditional license, success was in¬ 
stant as he rode on one of the stables'all-time favourites I 
HearThunder to victory in a handicap chase at Fontwell in 
October of that year, in what was his first ride ride for Buck¬ 
ler. 

January 2010 brought him the biggest success to date of 
his short career when he piloted The Sawyer to victory in 
theVictorchandler.com Handicap Chase at Ascot, before 
horse and jockey completed the double a week later at 
Cheltenham by winning the BetfairTrophy Handicap Chase 
(grade 3), regarded by Sweeney as his most satisfactory 
win so far. 

Sweeney is grateful for the support of his boss. "I'm very 


grateful to Bob for giving me the opportunities he has; 
there are not many trainers that would have given a 101b 
claimer the chance to ride his horse in Grade 1 and 2 races 
as he did on The Sawyer, but he had faith in me and I ap¬ 
preciate it." 

Sweeney hopes to be back in work by early September 
and ready to ride at the start of the winter season at the 
beginning of October, but as part of his development he 
will be spending time away at other yards. 

He has already had some success on other trainers' 
horses, such as Lucy Jones for which he recently won three 
on the trot on Domino Dancer, and he has agreed with 
Buckler that he will spend two days of the week away from 
Henley.

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Trialist impresses against Poole 


Y EOVIL Town gained their 
first victory of the pre-sea- 
son campaign with a 3-1 
win over Wessex League champi¬ 
ons Poole on Tuesday. 

Two goals from trialist Diarra 
and a third from Steve MacLean 
gave Terry Skiverton's men a valu¬ 
able victory in their build up to 
the npower League One season, 
which starts in just under three 
weeks'time. 

Yeovil began with three new tri- 
alists in their starting XI at the pic¬ 
turesque Dorset ground. 

Midfielder Cian Hughton, son of 
Birmingham City manager Chris, 
began in left midfield while 
striker Diarra took his place up 
front alongside Lewis Perkins. 

The trio was completed by de¬ 
fender Curtis Haynes-Brown, a 22- 
year-old defender with Lowestoft 
Town and formerly of AFC Sud¬ 
bury. 

On Wednesday, Lowestoft's 
joint-manager Ady Gallagher crit¬ 
icised Yeovil for the manner of 
Haynes-Brown's trial at Huish 
Park. Gallagher said the Glovers 
did not contact Lowestoft directly 
about their intention to look at 
the 22-year-old. 

"We're a little bit disappointed 
that things weren't done in a 
more professional way by a pro¬ 


fessional club," he told BBC Radio 
Suffolk. 

The defender has already been 
trialled by Crewe this summer, 
but failed to earn a deal with 
Dario Gradi's team. 

The full-back made 17 appear¬ 
ances in the Ryman Premier 
League last season, which ended 
with Lowestoft being beaten in 
the play-off final by Tonbridge 
Angels. 

"We never stand in anyone's 
way but I think professional clubs 
have a responsibility to go about 
things in a right and proper way," 
Gallagher added. 

"If they had an interest in Curtis 
they should have contacted us 
before making arrangements for 
him to go there on trial. 

"I think they should have a bit 
more respect for clubs at our level 
and treat us with the same cour¬ 
tesy that they would treat a Man¬ 
chester United. 

"It's fantastic Curtis is getting a 
lot of attention and we hope it 
works out for him. 

"But if not, he's still under con¬ 
tract with Lowestoft Town and if 
it doesn't happen we'll welcome 
him back with open arms." 

Meanwhile, midfielder Alex Rus¬ 
sell has returned to Bath City, 
signing a one-year deal with his
